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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1931,  which 
is  the  twelfth  one  for  which  1 am  responsible,  and  is  the  fifty-ninth 
in  the  series  started  in  1873  by  my  predecessors. 

Vital  Statistics  : A falling  birth-rate,  an  increased  stillbirth 
rate,  a low  infantile  mortality,  and  a low  general  death-rate,  are  the 
chief  features  for  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  : The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the 
Borough  was  much  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  the 
attack-rate  in  the  country  generally  being  2.05  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation, while  in  Dover  it  was  only  0.78  per  1,000.  The  continued  use 
of  the  special  serum  in  treating  this  disease  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
resulted  in  the  cases  which  had  no  complications  only  requiring  to  be 
isolated  for  an  average  of  22.5  days. 

In  regard  to  the  prevention  of  Diphtheria,  in  the  School  Medical 
section  of  the  report  will  be  found  details  of  the  work  carried  out  by 
Dr.  Nicholl  during  the  year.  Some  1,327  children  were  Schick  tested 
in  1931,  of  whom  70.84%  were  found  to  be  susceptible  to  Diphtheria. 
By  the  end  of  the  year,  some  457  children  had  completed  the  course 
of  inoculation,  and  87.08%  of  these  were  found  to  be  fully  protected 
when  first  re-tested,  the  remaining  59  children  in  the  group  becoming 
negative  after  further  inoculation. 

One  would  urge  all  parents  who  have  not  yet  agreed  to  having 
their  children  tested  to  do  so  ; and  if,  for  the  future,  all  parents  would 
agree  to  their  children  being  protected  against  the  disease  while  as 
young  as  possible,  then  a well-protected  population  will  grow  up  in  the 
town.  Children  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years  of  age  have 
already  been  protected,  as  their  parents  were  anxious  for  this  to  be 
done  at  the  same  time  as  other  children  of  school  age  in  the  same  families 
were  inoculated. 

As  the  details  of  the  Report  show.  Dr.  Nicholl  has  devoted  a great 
deal  of  time,  care  and  attention  to  this  work,  for  which  I am  indebted 
to  him. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  : The  low  infantile  mortality 
rate  recorded  shows  what  care  parents  are  now  taking  of  their  children, 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  find  how  low  the  maternal  mortality  was  in 
1931.  All  notified  cases  of  puerperal  infection  recovered.  Ninety-six 
per  cent,  of  the  births  in  the  Borough  were  notified  ; and  one  is  glad 
to  record  the  greater  use  that  is  being  made  of  the  pre-natal  clinic  by 
expectant  mothers,  and  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Midwives 
in  this  essential  work, 


Considerable  use  was  made  last  year  of  the  Maternity  Beds  Scheme 
at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  beds  being  occupied  on  236  days. 

The  Orthopaedic  Scheme  in  connection  with  Infant  Welfare  continues 
to  serve  a useful  function. 

The  demands  made  on  the  Assisted  Milk  Scheme  was  some  measure 
of  the  need  for  this  work  in  the  Borough.  Foster  mothers  looking 
after  protected  children  ” carried  out  their  work  to  the  satisfaction 
of  your  Visitors. 

During  the  year,  several  lectures  were  given  by  your  Medical  Officer 
on  health  subjects  to  the  various  women’s  organisations  in  the  town. 

Food  Inspection  : Continued  good  work  was  done  by  your  In- 
spectors under  the  various  Regulations  dealing  with  milk  and  meat 
supplies  in  the  Borough.  It  will  be  noted  in  the  analysed  tables  that, 
of  167  cattle  found  to  be  unsound,  no  less  than  106  were  suffering  from 
some  form  of  tuberculosis.  Expressed  in  another  way,  over  tons 
of  meat  were  condemned  during  the  year,  and,  of  this  quantity,  over 
5|-  tons  were  condemned  on  account  of  tuberculosis. 

In  the  Port  section,  as  the  result  of  action  taken  under  the  Public 
Health  (Imported  Food.)  Regulations,  yeast  contaminated  with  arsenic 
was  discovered  in  a number  of  consignments,  and,  where  the  contamina- 
tion exceeded  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Arsenical  Poisoning,  the  parcels  were  re-exported. 

School  Medical  Service  : I would  draw  the  Committee’s  atten- 
tion to  the  special  report  by  Dr.  Nicholl,  on  the  cases  of  defective  eye- 
sight examined  by  him  during  a number  of  years. 

Nutrition  : Following  on  the  investigadions  carried  out  by  Dr. 
Corry  Mann  for  the  Medical  Research  Committee,  it  has  been  clearly 
established  that  boys  and  girls  who  are  given  extra  milk  in  addition  to 
ordinary  diet  increase  both  in  weight  and  height.  A number  of  Educa- 
tion Authorities  have  decided  on  broad  public  health  lines  that  the  pro- 
vision of  milk  for  school  children  is  a wise  preventive  precaution  ; and 
it  is  in  my  view  a sound  method  of  increasing  the  resistance  of  growing 
children  to  disease. 

In  this  report  will  be  found  a table  dealing  with  all  defective  children 
in  the  town,  where  the  number  suffering  from  tuberculosis  is  recorded, 
and  also  the  number  of  delicate  children  whose  general  condition  renders 
it  desirable  that  they  should  be  specially  selected  for  admission  to  an 
open-air  school.  Both  these  groups  of  children  would  materially  beneht 
if  given  milk  in  school.  For  this  purpose,  either  Grade  “ A ” (Tuber- 
culin Tested)  milk  or  Pasteurised  milk  should  be  used.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  milk  was  provided  by  the  Charity  Committee  for  certain 
groups  of  children. 

General  : I am  much  indebted  to  Dr.  Nicholl  for  his  co-operation 
in  varied  duties,  mid  to  Dr.  Doherty  for  his  assistance.  It  is  only  by 
the  continued  co-operation  which  I receive  from  the  medical,  nursing, 
inspectorial  and  clerical  members  of  the  staff  that  the  many  duties  of 
the  Department  can  be  carried  on  so  well.  I am  specially  grateful  to 
Mr.  Hogbin  for  his  efficient  supervision  of  the  clerical  section. 

I thank  you.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  the  consideration  you 
have  given  to  all  matters  brought  before  you  during  the  year.

(1)  Detection  of  Infectious  Disease  : 

All  passengers  reaching  the  Port  are  subjected  to  a rapid 
medical  inspection  as  they  proceed  through  the  barriers.  Those 
showing  any  indication  of  sickness  are  detained  for  full  examina- 
tion. 
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(2)  Arrival  of  Vessels  from  Infected  Ports  : The  arrival  of 
such  vessels  is  notified  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  by  H.M. 
Customs.  The  Customs  Officers  are  supplied  with  lists  of  infected 
ports  at  periodic  intervals,  from  which  they  obtain  the  necessary 
information  to  enable  them  to  take  this  action. 

(3)  Boarding  of  Vessels  : Vessels  arriving  from  infected 
ports,  which  are  found  by  the  Customs  Officers  to  have  a clean 
bill  of  health,  are  not  given  pratique  until  a Medical  Officer  has 
been  aboard.  Boarding  is  done  either  by  the  M.O.H.  or  the 
Deputy  M.O.H.  In  some  cases  the  boarding  takes  place  in 
the  Channel,  outside  the  harbour,  and  in  others  the  vessels  are 
allowed  to  enter  the  harbour,  and  are  then  boarded. 

A motor  boat  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  boarding  vessels, 
either  in  the  Channel  or  in  the  harbour. 

(4)  Hospital  Accommodation  : Cases  of  infectious  disease 
are  removed  from  vessels  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 
If  observation  is  required,  the  patient  would  also  be  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(5)  Disinfection  : Infected  quarters  are  disinfected  with 
formalin  spray,  and  bedding  and  clothing  removed  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  for  steam  disinfection. 

(6)  Cleansing  of  Persons  : A cleansing  station  is  provided 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  cases  are  dealt  with  there  as  they 
arise.  No  need  for  such  action  arose  in  1931.

(7)  Ambulance  Transport  : The  motor  ambulance  from  the 
Isolation  Hospital  is  used  for  this  purpose. 

(8)  Venereal  Diseases  : Inquiries  are  made  of  the  Master  of 
each  ship,  and  cases  reported  are  informed  of  the  local  arrange- 
ments, and  dates  when  treatment  can  be  obtained  at  the  V.D. 
Clinic. 

(9)  Bacteriological  Examinations — Rats,  etc.  : Rats  from 
infected  or  suspected  ships  are  sent  to  the  laboratory  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.

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5.  Measures  against  Rodents  : 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague  : 

(a)  In  Ships  in  the  Port  : Ships  entering  port  are  periodi- 

cally inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats,  and  any  dead 
rats  found  under  doubtful  circumstances  are  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Very  few  vessels  from 
infected  ports  enter  Dover  harbour.  They  simply 
call  at  port  for  landing  sick  persons,  and  proceed  on 
their  journeys  at  once. 

(b)  On  Quays,  Wharves,  Warehouses,  etc.,  in  the 

VICINITY  OF  THE  PoRT : Periodical  inspections  are 
made,  and,  when  it  appears  to  be  necessary,  any  dead 
rats  that  may  be  found  in  quays  and  warehouses 
are  sent  for  bacteriological  examination. 

(2)  Measures  taken  to  prevent  the  passage  of  rats  between 
Ships  and  the  Shore  :

(3)  Methods  of  deratisation  of : 

(a)  (i)  Ships  : Methods  of  poisoning  adopted  by  the 

Southern  Railway  Company  have  proved  successful 
in  keeping  the  cross-Channel  boats  (of  which  the 
traffic  of  the  port  chiefly  consists)  comparatively 
free  from  rats.  The  short  cross-Channel  journeys, 
and  the  frequency  with  which  cargoes  are  discharged, 
tend  to  curtail  the  possibility  of  rats  breeding  on 
board  these  boats.  No  vessels  discharge  at  this 
port  after  long  passages  from  foreign  ports. 

(ii)  Under  the  Public  Health  (Deratisation  of  Ships) 
Regulations,  1929,  Dover  was  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  as  a port  for  the  issue  of  Deratisa- 
tion and  Deratisation  Exemption  Certificates,  as 
from  8th  May,  1930.  During  1931,  34  vessels 
were  subjected  to  full  rat  searching  inspection,  a 
Deratisation  Exemption  Certificate  being  issued  in 
each  case.  Twenty-five  of  these  vessels  were  on  the 
cross-Channel  services. 

(b)  Premises  in  Vicinity  of  Docks  and  Quays  : The  local 

warehouses  are  used  for  grain  storage,  and  these  are 
rat-proofed,  and  cats  kept  by  the  firms  concerned, 
to  destroy  any  rats  that  may  gain  access.  A 
Clayton  fumigating  machine  is  available  in  the 
department,  and  is  used  at  the  port  whenever  special 
circumstances  require  its  employment.  The 
Southern  Railway  deal  with  rats  on  their  premises 
at  the  port,  a travelling  party  visiting  at  intervals 
and  using  the  Cyanogas  process  where  necessary. 
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The  Eastern  Dockyard  'was  inspected  at 
intervals  and  found  to  be  almost  clear  of  rats,  there 
being  no  food  to  attract  them  during  the  year.

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Following  information  of  the  detection  of  arsenically  con- 
taminated yeast  at  a port  on  the  East  coast,  special  attention 
was  paid  to  yeast  entering  the  Port  of  Dover  from  the  Continent, 
of  v/hich  from  600  to  700  tons  passes  through  annually. 

During  November  and  December,  21  samples  were  taken 
from  consignments,  with  results  as  shown  in  the  foregoing  list. 
In  eight  instances  the  samples  showed  an  arsenic  content  in 
excess  of  the  limit  of  1/lOOth  of  a grain  per  pound,  laid  down 
by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Arsenical  poisoning. 

The  importers  in  Belgium  and  Alsace  Loraine  were  notified 
of  these  results,  and  in  one  case  the  firm  concerned  at  first 
demurred  at  the  findings,  and  contended  that  their  yeast  con- 
tained considerably  less  than  the  "quantity  of  arsenic  stated  by 
the  Authority’s  analyst.  Ultimately,  it  was  shown  at  another 
port,  to  the  firm’s  satisfaction,  that  their  analyst  was  using 
a method  incapable  of  demonstrating  the  whole  amount  present. 
This  firm  subsequently  detected  a flaw  in  the  process  of  manu- 
facture which  led  to  the  excess  of  arsenic,  and  subsequent  samples 
proved  satisfactory. 

Three  consignments  from  another  firm,  whose  products  were 
consistently  contaminated,  were  re-exported  by  official  action 
under  Article  6 of  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Food)  Regula- 
tions, 1925,  and  the  importation  of  the  particular  brand  ceased 
at  this  port. 

The  three  consignments  comprised  77  baskets,  the  total 
weight  being  I ton,  18  cwts.,  56  lbs. 

No  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  during  the  year. 

8.  Parrots  (Prohibition  of  Import)  Regulations,  1930 : 

During  1931,  13  notices  of  prohibition  were  issued  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  four  instances  the  birds  were  destroyed  at  this  port ; in 
eight  cases  the  birds  were  re-exported,  and  in  the  remaining 
instance  the  bird  was  allowed  to  proceed,  on  the  authority  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

By  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Southern  Railway  Com- 
pany, passengers  were  in  general  warned  before  embarking  with 
parrots  at  the  French  and  Belgian  Channel  ports,  and  in  this  way 
disappointment  to  passengers  reaching  British  ports  was  avoided 
as  much  as  possible. 

9.  Aliens’  Order,  1919-20 : The  arrangements  locally  are 
carried  out  in'^accordance  with  the  Instructions  to  Medical  In- 
spectors issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  passenger  and  motor-car  carrying  services  between 
Calais  and  Admiralty  Pier  and  the  Eastern  Arm  in  Dover 
Harbour  again  ran  during  1931  from]  March  to  October.  The 
passenger  seaplane  service  between  Dover  and  Calais  also 
operated  during  the  summer  season. 

The  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  of  Aliens  described 
in  previous  reports  were  again  varied  by  the  addition  of  a part- 
time  Medical  Inspector  and  a part-time  nurse  to  assist  in  the 
work.

2.  Co-ordination 

The  correlation  of  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  and 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  was  continued  as  in  previous  years. 

3.  School  Medical  Service  in  Relation  to  Public  Elementary  Schools 

(a)  School  Hygiene. — All  the  school  departments  were 
thoroughly  cleansed,  and  re-decorations  carried  out  where 
necessary  during  the  summer.  No  structural  alterations  were 
effected  during  the  year. 

(h)  School  Buildings  : No  new  schools  were  built  during 
the  year,  and  the  Authority’s  proposals  for  new  buildings,  which 
are  badly  needed,  have  had  to  be  deferred  under  present  economic 
conditions.

A large  number  of  home  and  school  contacts  were  “ swabbed 
and  positive  “ carriers  ” detected  were  excluded  from  school.  In 
all,  355  swabbings  were  taken,  of  which  23  were  positive  in  regard 
to  the  B.  DiphthericB. 

Immunisation  Clinic.  As  stated  in  last  year’s  report,  this 
clinic  was  begun  in  December,  1930,  and  by  the  end  of  1931,  the 
names  of  1654  children  were  received  from  parents  who  agreed  to 
the  Schick  testing  and  Immunisation. 

Dr.  Nicholl  has  conducted  this  clinic,  but  as  the  work  is  still 
in  progress,  he  is  not  yet  able  to  present  a full  report  on  the  com- 
pleted work.

Until  the  children  whose  inoculation  and  re-testing  was  in- 
complete at  the  end  of  the  year,  have  been  proved  to  be 
fully  protected,  it  is  not  possible  to  give  the  total  cost  per 
child. 

At  this  juncture  it  may  be  noted  that  the  cost  for  the  year  is 
equal  to  what  it  would  have  cost  the  Authority  to  treat  7 children 
with  clinical  Diphtheria  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  goes  to 
illustrate  the  fact  that  not  only  is  prevention  better  than  cure,  but 
also  much  more  economical,  both  in  money  and  suffering.

(c)  During  the  year,  5,777  children  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  14  inclusive  have  been  inspected,  and  in  addition  105  specials 
— making  a total  of  5,882.  Also,  4,765  have  been  re-inspected, 
making  a grand  total  of  10,647  inspections.

(a)  Pediculosis  : In  six  instances  it  was  necessary  to  issue 
twenty-four  hour  notices  to  parents  in  connection  with  verminous 
conditions  of  children.  Legal  proceedings  under  the  Education 
Act,  1921,  section  87,  were  taken  in  three  cases,  where  the  children 
were  found  in  a verminous  condition  after  twenty-four  hour  notices 
had  been  served  in  the  previous  year,  with  the  result  that  the 
parents  of  two  children  were  fined  2s.  fid.  and  5s.  respectively, 
and  the  third  case  was  dismissed. 

(b)  Scabies  : The  arrangements  for  treatment  of  children 
suffering  from  scabies  were  continued.  Where  multiple  cases  are 
discovered  in  families,  all  those  infected^ — -where  willing^ — are  re- 
moved to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  until  the  necessary 
disinfection  is  carried  out  at  the  home.  During  1931,  two  cases 
were  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  section  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital,  but  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  admit  any  school 
children  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  any  longer  period  of  treatment. 
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Orthopaedic  Treatment  : (a)  Extensive  use  was  made  of 

the  Authority’s  provision  for  in-patient  and  out-patient  treat- 
ment, supply  of  appliances,  etc.  Sixteen  individual  children  were 
dealt  with,  the  majority  of  whom  received  beneht  under  more 
than  one  heading.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  boys  give  a higher  percentage  than 
the  girls  for  Myopia,  and  the  girls  give  a higher  percentage  for 
Hypermetropia  than  the  boys. 

Of  the  various  errors  of  refraction,  the  one  that  requires  most 
supervision  during  school  life  is  Myopia. 

Infants  are  Hypermetropic  at  birth,  the  whole  eye  being 
smaller  than  the  normal,  but  with  the  growth  of  the  body  the  eye 
becomes  less  Hypermetropic,  and  may  become  Emmetropic  or  even 
Myopic.  Therefore  it  is  difficult  to  say  in  the  case  of  an  Emme- 
tropic child  of  six  years  whether  the  child  will  remain  Emmetropic 
or  develop  Myopia.  This,  I think,  explains  why  the  highest 
percentage  of  Myopes  are  found  in  the  12  to  14  year  group. 

In  the  Myope  we  have  a definite  weakening  of  the  tunics  of 
the  eyeball  and  an  eye  that  is  liable  to  disease,  and  therefore 
demands  constant  supervision.  We  can  never  predict  to  what 
extent  the  increase  in  the  Myopia  may  go,  but  we  do  know  that 
it  invariably  increases  in  adolescence.  Any  pressure  applied  to 
the  anterior  half  of  a Myopic  eye  will  produce  a bulging  in  the 
posterior  portion,  and  therefore  an  elongation  of  the  visual  axis. 
This  pressure  is  generally  produced  by  the  action  of  the  muscles 
of  convergence,  which  are  inserted  into  the  anterior  part  of  the 
eyeball  and  are  brought  into  action  when  the  eye  is  focussed  for 
near  objects.  Small  print,  defective  print,  sewing,  and  indistinct 
vision  increase  this  action  and  so  are  contributory  causes.  Con- 
gestion of  the  head  and.  eyes  as  the  result  of  stooping  over  books 
at  a table  or  badly  designed  desk  is  an  indirect  cause  worthy  of 
attention. 

That  the  pressure  in  Myopia  brought  about  by  the  action  of 
the  orbital  muscles  in  convergency  is  not  the  only  explanation,  is 
seen  in  cases  of  people  who  do  not  use  their  eyes  much  for  close 
work  and  yet  have  a high  degree  of  Myopia.  The  increased  pres- 
sure acting  on  the  weakened  tunics  of  the  Myopic  eye  causes 
irritation  of  the  tunics,  and  this  in  time  is  followed  by  degenerative 
changes  similar  to  those  observed  in  the  tunics  of  a varicose  vein 
subjected  to  the  irritant  action  of  continued  stress.  Myopes  hold 
their  books  close  to  their  eyes,  and  thus  can  read  in  a light  that 
the  Emmetropic  eye  would  find  difficult. 

In  children  found  to  have  two  or  more  degrees  of  Myopia 
suitable  glasses  giving  full  correction  are  prescribed,  and  the  case 
tested  once  a year.  It  is  most  important  that  the}^  wear  their 
glasses  constantly.  In  most  of  the  cases  so  treated  the  Myopia 
has  not  increased,  but  in  a small  percentage  of  the  cases  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  retard  the  pernicious  progress.  Myopes  whose 
eyes  are  healthy,  and  who  wear  constant  full  correction,  may  be 
permitted  to  use  their  eyes  freely  for  close  work,  provided  the 
work  is  kept  as  far  from  the  eyes  as  is  possible,  so  as  to  diminish 
the  angle  of  convergence.  To  help  in  this  respect,  well  printed 
books  and  suitable  school  desks  should  be  provided, 
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In  the  Hypermetropic  eye,  degenerative  changes  as  seen  in 
the  Myopic  are  as  a rule  absent,  the  usual  Hypermetropic  eye  being 
perfectly  healthy.  The  eye  being  smaller  than  normal,  the  antero- 
posterior axis  is  shortened,  and  this  entails  an  increased  accommo- 
dative effort  of  the  ciliary  muscle,  to  enable  the  eye  to  focus  the 
rays  of  light  on  the  retina.  This  effort  in  children  usually  causes 
headache,  tired  eyes,  and  inability  to  read  small  type.  It  is 
surprising  the  number  of  children  whose  distant  vision  is  normal, 
and  whose  only  complaint  is  tired  eyes,  who  show  on  refracting 
errors  as  high  as  three  and  four  dioptres. 

As  regards  the  influence  of  classroom  lighting  as  a contributory 
cause  of  visual  defect,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  indict  any  par- 
ticular school  or  classroom  in  this  respect,  as  just  as  many  cases 
came  from  schools  which  have  well  lighted  classrooms  as  came 
from  schools  that  are  less  fortunate. 

In  this  respect  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  findings  of  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education  for  investigating 
defective  eyesight  in  school  children.  The  Committee  found  that 
86%  of  the  hypermetropic  cases  occurred  in  classrooms  where  the 
lighting  arrangements  were  ample,  and  only  7%  of  the  Myopia 
cases  occurred  in  classrooms  badly  lighted.
